Washington, Au gu st 4.—The of­ 
ficial record of the first nine months 
of the new tariff law is now avail­ 
able. 


The resu lts not only tend to dis­ 
credit 
the 
democratic 
p redictions 
that the 
LTiderwood-Sinnnons 
law 
wou ld p rove beneficial to the foreign 
trade and the domestic indu stries of 
the cou ntry , bu t they also deliver a 
hard blow to the democratic p romis­ 
es that the new cu stoms legislation 
wou ld redu ce the cost of living. 


The record for the nine months 
shows that imp orts of manu factu res 
have enormou sly 
increased. 
Ex­ 
p orts of manu factu res have 
fallen 
off, the American factories have re­ 
du ced their ou tp u t and 
finally 
the 
cost of living i> ju st as high, if not 
higher than ever. 


The latest retu rns, for instance, 
show that the imp ort p rice of cattle 
brou ght in u nder the p resent 
lnw, 
du ty free, is almolt 50 
p er 
cent 
higher than the p rice u nder the Pay ­ 
ne law with its p rotective 
du ty 
a 
y ear ago. 
Also eggs, which were 
p u t on the free list with mu ch laik 
abou t cheap er living, are now being 
imp orted withou t du ty 
at a 
p rice 
abou t 20 p er cent higher than u n­ 
der the Pay ne law. 


Even in the case of ‘‘clothing*, 
wool and lu mber, which also went vn 
the free,list, and in many other nec­ 
essities which enter into the daily 
life of the average man, on his table 
or otherwise, the 
p resent 
imp ort 
p rices are higher than those u nder 
the Pay ne law of a y ear ago. 


The democrats, of cou rse, 
refu se 
to concede that the effects of 
the 
tariff law on home indu stries have 
been s 0 imp re ssively adverse as the 
figu res indicate. 
They attribu te the 
tailing off of exp orts to the world­ 
wide bu siness dep ression, bu t that 
does not exp lain the enormou s in­ 


c re a s e in imp orts of manu factu res. 
Rep u blican tariff exp erts and oth­ 
er.-. contend that 
President 
Wil­ 
son’s recommendation that the man­ 
u factu rers of this cou ntry “sharp ­ 
en their wits by ru bbing them again­ 
st those of the manu factu rers of the 
world” has h d the way to disaster 
and that the 
rivalry 
with 
other 
manu factu rers by 
admitting 
their 
p rodu cts to ou r markets 
has 
io- 
du eed the domestic ou tp u t by hu n­ 
dreds of millions and the exp orts of 
manu factu rers $ 75,900,009. 
The theory that a 
redu ction 
of 
du ties wou ld increase revenu es bv a 
stimu lation of imp orts also has been 
knocked into a cocked hat by the 
cold facts ia the case, for while im­ 


p o r t s have been increasing 
nearly 
$ 100,900,000 cu stoms receip ts have 
fallen off $20,000,000. 
1 lie official statements ju st issu ed 
by the dep artment of commerce give 
figu res showing the failu re of the 
new tariff law to stimu late the for­ 
eign trade and domestic indu stries 
or to redu ce p rices. 
One of these official 
statements 
shows the 
figu res 
of the 
foreign 
trade, the totals of the imp orts and 
exp orts for the month of Ju ne, the 
ninth month of the op eration of the 
new tariff law; 
the other is a more 
elaborate statement, 
the 
monthly 
su mmary of commerce, and 
shows 
flu* details of the 
trade 
for 
the 
eighth month of the law, May , 1914, 
comp ared with 
the 
corresp onding 
month of the p receding venr. 
These render it p ossible, by their 
u se in conju nction with other and 
earlier statements by the same de­ 
p artment, to determine with accu ­ 
racy and in detail the record of the 
new tariff in the nine months of its 
op eration as to trade as a 
whole 
and in eight months as to detail. 
The total imp orts in 
the 
nine 


months op eration of the law, Octo­ 
ber 21 to Ju ne 30, amou nt to $ 1,- 
14G.009.999 against 
$ 1,364,000,000 
in the same months of last y ear, an 
increase of $ 82,009,000, while the 
total domestic exp orts in the same 
time 
are 
$ 1,772,000,000, 
against 
$ 1,920,000,000 in the same months 
of last y ear, a falling off of $ 148,- 
000,000 in exp orts. 
Meanwhile the treasu ry figu res of 
cu stoms receip ts show 
a 
fall 
of 
$ 26,000,000 in receip ts from du ties 
u nder the new law as comp ared with 
the corresp onding months u nder the 
Pay ne tariff last 
y ear, 
notwith­ 
standing the great increase in im­ 
p ort" meantime. 
It is, however, in the details, as 
shown by the monthly su mmary of 
commerce for the p eriod of 
eight 
months, that are fou nd the real ef­ 
fects of the new law on domestic 
indu stries and foreign trade. 
In the 
materials imp orted for manu factu r­ 
ing there is a falling off, indicating 
that there is a redu ction in the ac* 
tivities of the manu factu rers of the 
cou ntry .
